The address made by Mrs. Worthingtu: 


was a little out of the ordinary Fourth o 
Jnly speech. She did not make much 
reference to the past history of the country 
but rather came down to the condition o 
the government at the' present day and 
spoke particularly of tbe state of Illinois 
She referred to tbe foundation, the char 
acter, the freedom and tbe object of this 
government and also the character of tbe 
American citizen, and then spoke of the 
condition of tbe government at tbe present 
day. The speech was strictly a non-part 
isan one. Mrs. Worthington said tbat tbe 
people bad gathered together on a com 
mon plane and that on suoh an occasion 
they should Ignore any differences^ 
creed or other variances f bat they might 
have 
at any other time. The 


One hundred and twenty-one years ago 


in the belfry ot Independence Hall there 
stood ait old sexton. He bad taken his 
position to perform an act tbe most mo- 
mentous since tbe morning that Moses 
appeared before Pharoah to demand In 
tbe name'ot I Am tbe liberation of tbe 
people at Israel. The old sextan had been 
told that upon tbat day the continental 
congress would sign tbe declaration of 
the freedom of the thirteen American col- 
onies and tbat when the last signature 
was affixed be would be notified and then 
he should ring; ring the ball; in the bel- 
fry, which has become famous as the lib- 
erty bell, andtproclalm so far as its tones 
could reach tbat a nation of freemen had 
tbat day been born 
Not only this but 


that tbe patriots had pledged their lives 
and fortunes to establish that liberty. 
Tbe declaration of independence bad been 
debated for many daya and only the night 
before July 4, 1776, had the differences 
and contentions been so far adjusted as to 
give promise tbat on tbe following day 
tbe declaration would be signed*. The old 
sexton, no doubt, was among those who 
thought that tbe matter should have 
been settled in a few days. He probably 
could see no reason for any difference in 
views nor for debate. It is not strange 
then tbat the old sexton had misgivings 
as be stood In tbe belfry clutching the 
bell rope in his thin, boney bands, wait 
ing for the word. 
Below in tbe council 


room were tbe chief Actors. They were 
arranging the details, striking out a word 
here, adding another there. An hour 
passed, two, three, several hours. As tbe 
hoars wore, tbe old sexton's agony in 
creased. 
Nodoybt tbe thought came to 


him tbat If he were doing it there would 
not be so much foolishness about It. He, 
perhaps, never considered tbe fact tbat 
the responsibility was not upon him, but 
upon John Hancock and bis colleagues 
below. At last tire final signature was 
attached and tbe old man rang as be had 
never rang before, proclaiming liberty to 
tbe world* and all the inhabitants thereof. 
There were no fire crackers and blng 
bangs that day. 
Liberty, though pro* 


claimed, was yet to be won on tbe field of 
battle, and the signing of tbe declaration 
revolutionizing the system of govern- 
ments of tbe day wai also diguing tbe 
death warrants of those who would be 
called upon to yield up their lives on the 
battlefield or in hospitals for the principle 
tbat "all man are created equal; tbat 
they are endowed by their CreatorJwith 
certain In alienable right; tbat among 
these are life, liberty and tbe pursuit; of 
happiness; tbat, to secure these rights, 
governments are Instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the.oon- 
sent of the governed." 


The sacrifice was made, tbe victory 


wai won and our Independence was £ao- 
kaowledged. Tbe sons of tbe fathers in 
the war of 1818,the Mexican war£and the 
war of the rebellion, have shown that 
they too are ready to die lr> defense^of tbat 
same liberty, and every recurring year 
young America stands like tbeo!d>>iton. 
waiting for tbe morning of tbe Fourth ot 
July. Not to ring In a new government, 
but to touch off bis fire crackers and 
Ding bangs In memory of the doubting 
sexton and tbe men wbo'in signing,the 
declaration of- independence offered their 
lives and staked all on the theory of a 
government by the people.

li^lependence—the 
original 
manu- 


script? If you haTC not, you probably 
never will, for now it lies in the archives 
\ ot the state department, encased in 


< glass and locked in a steel vault. Un- 
\lesa you have some extraordinary rea-^ 
«on for viewing- it, the custodian will 
not show it to you. To be sure, a faith- 
fid reproduction of the famous docu- 
ment hangs in an upright glass case in 
the showroom of the state department. 
This room is a part of the library, and 
many valuable historic relics are on 
•view tbere. 


Three and a half years ago the orig- 


inal declaration hung in the case where 
the fac-simile appears to-day. A short 
time before, it had been proposed to 
•take it to the world's fair at Chicago. 
The managers of the fair were extreme- 
ly anxious to secure it; there was even 
•talk of shipping it in a special car under 
guard of a squad of United States reg- 
ulars; but the secretary of state would 
not consent. It was within his discre- 
tion to let any of the state papers go to 
Chicago, and he did send some very 
precious manuscripts there; but the 
•declaration, he said, hod too great a 
value to be subjected to any risk. 


This discussion led to a careful ex- 


amination of the document. It is on 
parchment, which does not deteriorate 
much with the lapse of time; but the 
librarian reported that the ink, which 
bad been exposed to bright tight for 
many years, showed signs of fading. 
80, in February, 1894, the parchment 
yeas taken from its frame, put between 
sheets of glass, sealed in hermetically, 
*towed away in the steel vault; anfl 
jthere it lies, beside tt - original of the 
constitution of the I ruled States and 
Jthe appeal of the colornsu, to King 
George. The copy answers all ordinary 
purposes; and as yie text of the dec- 
laration has been verified and repro- 
duced again and again, there is no long- 
er any real need to consult the orig- 
inal. It is taken out only at lone,' inter- 
vals to be shown to some distinguished 
.visitor.

Some of these manu- 


iBcripte, of course, are priceless. A mil- 
lionaire collector would give a fortune 
'to own the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, and think he was getting it cheap 
The manuscript of the constitution, too, 
is priceless. 
Many of the other docu- 


ments, however, have a measurable 
money value—in fact, some of them 
were purchased by the government 
Among the most important papers aie 
the records of the continental con- 
gress, vhich have alwajs bolong-ed tc 
the government. 
Thej •nere trans- 


ferred to the btute department by an ac1 


sed September 13, 1789. An expert 
I the library sajs that they would 
|bably be worth $500,000 if they could 
put on the market, 


1834 and 1S49 congress bought the 


fks collection of Wa&hingtonmna. 
1 two appropriations made for the 


jmrpose aggregated $45,000, and1 ibe pa- 
pers would be cheap atmany times that 
earn to-day. Half a centurj ago col- 
lectors of manuscripts were fev>, and 
the government met with little com- 
petition in bidding for the Sparks col- 
lection. 


In 1848 a collection of Madison's pa-. 


pers was offered to the government by 
his family, and it was purchased for 
$25,000. Later in the same } ear $20,000 
was appropriated for the purchase of 
Jefferson's papers and a like amount 
for Hamilton's. In the year following 
$20,000 was paid for Monroe's papers. 
Jfo other appropriation was madie by 
congress for a similar purpose until 
1832, when Henry Stevens, of I/ondon, 
offered for sale a collection of Frank- 
lin's papers, and the government paid 
$4S,000 for tliem. 


As an evidence of the cheapness of the 


earlier purchases, a comparison of the 
Franklin with the Washingiton papers 
shows that tie government paid $35,- 
000 for 32 volumes in trie one case and 
$45,000 for 336 volumes in the other. 
But this is not conclusive; tor the 
Franklin volumes contain many more 
manuscripts than the Washington vol- 
umes. The earliest collectors of manu- 
scripts scattered them through many 
volumes 
For several years past the 


librarian of the state department has 
been busy condensing the Washington 
collection with a view to putting it all 
in 50 volumes. In its original form it 
was larger than all the other collec- 
tions put together, omitting the records 
of the continental cbngress. Thewhole 
number of volumes of manuscripts was 
$74, andiof these 307 contained the con- 
gressional records.

wooden case behind glass doors! Yet 
<he department has never lost any of 


rte valued manuscripts. In fac*, with 
.he exception of such a unique rarity 
is the great diamond of the nizam of 
Hyderabad!, tvhich was reported as 
stolen recently, nothing in the form of 
property would be so certain of identi- 
fication if offered for sale as one of 
these documents. They have this fur- 
ther advantage—the diamond might 
possibly be broken up and sold piece- 
meal without ideritificatioB, while the 
manuscripts could be identified line by 
line and word by word, even if each 
were torn in fragments. The state de-' 
aartment has a full-descriptive list of 
these papers, and the most important 
of them were copied, and published by. 
order of congress some years ago. 


Yet, not long since, two young clerks 


of the library of congress stole from, 
the library some of the valuable mann-, 
scripts which belonged to the Toner 
collection. They \vere offered to col- 
lectors in New York, and some of them 
were sold to W. F. Havemeyer; but 
the dealers who handled them suspect- 
ed that they belonged to the govern- 
ment, and notified the authorities. This 
brought about an investigation, which 
resulted in the apprehension of the 
thieves. • The same thing would happen 
ii any of the documents in the state 
department were stolen. For this rea- 
son the clerks who have occasion to 
handle the papers are trusted almost 
implicitly. From the vandal visitor the 
manuscripts are protected by a watch- 
man, 
who sits in the library during 


business hours, and by other watchmen 
who patrol the halls at half-hour inter- 
vals when the department is closed. 


None of these documents can be taken 


away without a special order from the 
secretary of state. 
In fact, none of 


the manuscripts has left the depart- 
ment building since Its completion, ex- 
cept in 1893, when some of them were 


shipped to the Chicago.exposition, as 
has been stated. 


Two manuscript volumes, however, 


were taken to Philadelphia by the fore- 
man in charge of the work of restoring 
the documents. There they were "in- 
laid" by experts whose business is the 
restoration of manuscripts which have 
become ragged through, age and wear. 
These two documents were Washing- 
ton's school copy book and his diary. 
The "inlaying" consisted in sketching- 
^he outline of each page on a sheet of 
heavy paper,, cutting out all the paper 
within this outline except a very nar- 
row margin, splitting the paper to the 
depth of this margin, and gluing the 
edges of the paper into the split edge 
of the frame. By this process both 
s.ules of each page were left exposed, 
and the pages were mounted on uni- 
f< nn .sheets of paper, which could be 
bound tog-etherMn Russia leather. The 
work on these two volumes cost the 
yoieinmi'nt several hundred dollars, 
tmd i\as i,did,to be the finest work of 
the kind e\er executed. 


The state department experts en- 


gaged in the work of restoration do not 
"inlay" the manuscripts; this would be 
too expensive a process. They mount 
each page> on a hinge of stout linen pa- 
per, fastened to a sheet of heavy pa- 
per; and these sheets are bound in 
books of uniform size. Where holes are 
found in a manuscript—and many are 
^ery ragged—a pi^ce of paper of the 
coloV of the manuscript is pasted under 
the hole; or, if this would obscure the 
writing, a piece of tissue is used. 


Each of these sheets is numbered and 


registered; every scrap of paper be- 
longing to the manuscript collection is 
numbered, and whenever a book is 


from its shelf it is carefully ex- 
" to see that it is intact.

There Is no 
doubt that they Is preferable to a mon- 
archy for in it we* have the voice of the 
people, wben the politician! are willing, 
and when we have thd voice of the people 
we have the voice of God. It IB objected 
by those preferlng monarchies that our 
method of selecting ^ha chief executive 
unsettles business, opens the flood gates 
of stump speeches, bribes, illegal voting 
and lots of stuff in reference to wool and 
sugar and so on and that it opens the way 
to dogeiel poetry such «« this: 


"Mary had a little sheep, 


The wool she sent to spin It, 


But Giovet took the tariff off 


And then she had to skin it." 


"But what of HP Better have every 


stump occupied, better be unsettled once 
in awhile, better be like the rippling 
stream that purifies Itself by Its action, 
than be like the stagnant pool with its 
greenish skum. There may be Berne dan- 
ger In allowing free discussion, bat free 
speech ii harmless when given the whole 
open air in which to explode. A republic 
Is better than a monarchy because every 
man IB on the same level and none are 
shut out of the race.

financial disaster in Mr. Gage's masterly 
summary of business conditions and reve- 
nue prospects, as published In yesterday's 
Times-Herald. 
Making due allowance 


for the secretary's optimistic temperament 
and for tbe marked increase In customs 
receipts on heavy importations made in 
anticipation of a new tariff law, there is 
abundant justification for bis hopeful 
prognostications. 


Mr. Gage talks like a roan who has the 


cash in bis box—and be has. 
The end of 


thp fiscal year finds him with an available 
cash balance In the treasury amounting 
to $37,428,000. The gold reserve has In- 
creased from $103,000,000 in 1896 to 
$141,000,000, while the receipts tor the 
year were 5343,800,000, as against $325,- 
000,000 for the preceding year. It Is true 
that the available cash balance in tbe 
treasury one year ago amounted to $267,- 
000,000, but, as Mr. Gage points ont, was 
largely derived from tbe sale of bonds 
under 
tbe 
Cleveland 
administration. 


Notwithstanding tbo fact that there have 
been no bonds Issued during tbe past year 
the cash balance is only $30,000,000 less 
than when the treasury still contained a 
considerable amount of borrowed money. 
With tbe gold reserve—that never-failing 
barometer 
of business confidence—far 


above the danger p-int, with plenty of 
available cash in the treasury and with 


• tbe prospect of an early «ettlement of the 


tariff question for a long time to come, 
there Is no reason why tbe recuperative 
business tendency 
already discernible 


should not only become permanent but 
steadily increase until a positive Industri- 
al revival is upon us. Tbe hoarding of 
gold has stopped and the yellow metal is 
finding its way into the channels of trade, 
indicating a gradual restoration ot confi- 
dence. Even if there should be a slight 
deficiency of reserve in the treasury under 
the first year's operation of the tariff bill, 
there is an ample cash balance to tide over 
until heavy Importations set in again. 


Mr. Gage does not prophesy as a politi- 


cian. He views industrial 'conditions 
from the standpoint of a man with wide 
knowledge of business and as a trained 
student of finance. He knows that more 
politics contains no panacea for industrial 
depress'on. He knows that the utteran- 
ces of politicians will not bring prosper- 
ity. 
That is tbe reason the business men 


have confidence in him. Tbe business 
world bas tbe assurance that his prophe- 
cies are based upon actual knowledge 
financial conditions.

Viv.'d Description of Fourth of 


July in Continental damps.

One of 1he men. who signed the dec- 


laration of independence is said to have 
txpressed the desire that he mig-ht rise 
irora his grave a hundred years later 
to witness the manner in which pos- 
terity observed the Fourth of July. If 
hU wish could have been gratified, the 
venerable patriot would have found a 
decided change in the manner of the 
celebration, but none in the feeling 
which inspired it. 
Posterity, 
too, 


would undoubtedly have turned the 
tables on him, eagerly questioning him 
in turn a-s to the celebrations in, his 
day; 
but even without his aidiits ques- 


tions can be answered. 
Cclel>rntlon» In Continental Camp*. 


Always, even from the earliest years, 


there was the noise of g-uns and the 
=alute of 13 by the cannon. If the wives 
Df the officers were present, an elaborate 
party or dance was usually arranged. 
In many of these celebrations the vdves 
of (.Jens. Knox and Greene were leaders, 
nml sometimes they even prevailed upon 
me great Washington himself to open 
the ball. 


For example, in 1777, at Morristown, 


e\ery -soldier was ordered, an extra gill 
of rum, and there was a celebration by 
the feu de joie. In 1778, on the 3d, an 
order was sent out that the day would 
lie "celebrated by firing 13 pieces of 
cannon and a feu de joie of the whole 
line." In the south, some whigs dressed 
up a lady with a monstrous head-dress 
three feet high, with a great profusion 
of curls, etc., and marched with her in 
procession to ridicule the dress of 
the tory ladies. "The figure was droll," 
the writer naively explains, "and oc- 
casioned much mirth. It has lessened 
some heads already. The tory women 
are very much mortified." 


In 1779, at West Point, there wns the 


usual noisy outbreak, which this time 
was given variety by an order of Wash- 
ington "to grant a general pardon to 
all prisoners In this army under sen- 
tence of death." In 1782, occurred the 
last celebration of the revolutionary 
army as such. "The whole army was 
formed on the banks of the Hudson, 
one each side of the river. Thesigual of 
13 cannon bein,g- given nt West Point, 
the traces deployed and formed lines, 
when a g-eneral fue de joie took place 
throughout the army." 


1 <iar of the Treaty of Peace. 


In the year 1783 a change in the man- 


ner of the celebration took place. There 
was still the noisy demonstration with 
guns 
and 
bells 
and 
processions 


marched up and down, the streets; but 
new features were added. These were 
orations by leading men, and a dinner 
sened gratis on many a village or city 
common for the crowds. Among the 
toasts were "The United States," "The 
President," "The Constjtution," "George 
Washington," and, of course, "The 
Daughters of America," The dinners 
were elaborate, and we are informed 
that ".squirrels, chickens, green corn,, 
the vegetables of the season"—and 
dinilrtless large quantities of those 
drinkables of which the Fathers of the 
lie-.olution were, we are afraid, not 
u-ry sparing—were spread upon tables 
beneath the trees. Peace had come, 
and "thereat they rejoiced exceeding- 
ly." 
Even Boston abandoned the cele- 


bration of the "Massacre," (why they 
wanted to "celebrate" it, no man 
knows) and substituted;the "Fourth, of 
July," which remains even to this day. 


The Jubilee Celebration. 


Many things combined to make the 


fiftieth celebration one long to be re- 
membered. 
The new nation had be- 


come a recognized power; republican 
ideas were growing, and just at that 
time sympathy witli Greece and the 
South American republics which had 
not long- before cast off the yoke of 
Spain was very strong. The pnst was 
not entirely gone, either, for Jeffers-on, 
Adams, and Carroll were still living, as 
were Madison and Monroe. Noise was 
still prominent in the celebration, but 
the oration had come to have a perma- 
nent place. 


In New 3"ork there was a public read- 


Ing of the Declaration, following a long 
procession \vhich had made its way 
from the Battery up through Maiden 
lane, Pearl and other "residence" por- 
tions of the town to City Hall park, 
where Dewitt Clinton, then governor 
of the state, reviewed them. It is said 
that Washington square received 
its 


name on that day, and that 10,000 peo- 
ple had a great "ox-feast" there. 
In 


lioston more was made of the oration 
than in New York. Josiah Quincy was 
the orator of the day, while Webster. 
1'eabody and 
others responded 
to 


toasts; while over in Cambridge, Ed- 
«ard F.verett delivered one of hisffreat- 
f«t speeches. In Washington an "hon- 
orable member" delivered an oration 
from the steps of the capitol for 
n 


pi rat thing, and all the leading officials 
ami dignitaries of the nation were pre«- 
ent. Under the field tent which bad 
slielt-ered Washington 50 years before 
r-iany guests and visitors were enter- 
tamed. The living "fathers" of the 
Declaration were invited to be present, 
u'.it tne weakness of old age prevented 
U'eii acceptance. 
' 


The Centennial Celebration. 


This celebration is still fresh in the 


'niiuls of the people, and was the great- 
est in the history of the nation. Bras" 
'amis, cannon, bells and orations were 
never more in evidence than on that 
(!;i.v. The j oung nation had become a 
giant, recognized as one of the great 
powers of the world. The centennial 
e\liibition was the crowning success o£ 
the year, but hardly of less importance 
v. ere the oratorical and.literary achieve- 
ments which the occasion called forth. 
rcrhaps the three orations delivered on 


that day whicl will tie longest remem- 
bered were those by William M. Evarts 
in Philadelphia, Kichard S. Storrs in 
New /York and Charles Francis Adams 
in Boston. Poets, and would-be poets, 
scattered their Hymns like snowflakes 
over the land; but the centennial hymn 
by Whittier -beginning: 
"Our 
fathers' God from out whose hand 


The oenturles fall Hke grainy of sand." 
will' probably lire longest, though Bry- 
ant's Centennial ode, which was read 
in the Academy of Music in New York, 
is a close second. 


Will coming- years see greater r-ele- 


brations ana rejoicings? The methods 
of, celebrating doubtless will be modi- 
fied; perhaps less rinrging of bells and 
noise of cannon may attend it; but the 
enthusiasm of the people is still unmis- 
takable, and in whatever form it finds 
expression, so long as the Fourth of 
July is celebrated with unabated zeal, 
and our children are fired by it with 
the same patriotism which animated 
their fathers and their forefathers, our 
nation is safe. The boys who to-day 
burn, powder in its honor will not be 
slow, should need arise, to burn powder 
in its defense.

Independence day is celebrated abroad 


by three classes—the traveling Ameri- 
can, the expatriated American and the 
Swiss. The ohservanee of the Fourth 
of July by the people of Switzerland is 
one of the unexpected things which an 
American traveler sees. 
If he has 


spent Independence day in England or 
France or Germany, where the only 
recognition of the day comes from resi- 
dent or visiting Americans, he will be 
surprised the more. 


The last time I was in Geneva I ar- 


rived on the evening of the 3d of July. 
Geneva was -warm and sticky—some- 
thing like New York or Boston, as I 
have known them on the eve of Inde- 
pendence day. I left my hotel—it was 
not. one affected by American tourists— 
for a stroll through the city. From the 
upper window of one of the shops 
which looked on«the narrow 
cob- 


ble-paved street hung an American 
flag beside the flag of Switzerland, 
I was puzzled for a minute. One sees 
the stars and stripes a great deal and 
sometimes, in the large cities, even 
shopkeepers will use them to attract 
the attention of possible American cus-

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tomers. But here in Geneva, on a side 
street, the flag apparently had some 
other purpose. And just beyond it was 
another, and then unother. 


Then it flashed over me that it was 


the "Glorious Fourth," and that in my 
home in the states at that minute hun- 
dreds of thousands of flags were flying 
and millions of crackers exploding- to 
celebrate the annher&ary. It v^its odd 
to be reminded of the occasion by the 
people of another land so far from my 
own—a people speaking; another lan- 
guage and alien te me in everything1 
but their love of freedom. It came 
upon me like an inspiration that this 
was the tribute of the people of a lesser 
republic to the greatest and most suc- 
cessful example of popular government 
which the world has seen. 
' 


Turning1 into another street I saw 


more decorations, and as I neared the 
business center of the elty, they grew 
still' more profuse. The big- hotels 
showed the blended colors from many 
windows, and from the flagstaff of the 
National hotel, which is the one most 
frequented by Americans, flew the stars 
and stripes. 


It was inspiriting. I felt like throw- 


ing my hat into the air and crying 


'Hurrah!" That is what a good many 
Americans whom I met were impelled 
to do. Moreover, some of them, in an 
%xcess of patriotism, had procured 
bombs, whiah they exploded in publie 
places without tear of meeting tie fate 
of a compatriot who discharged a giant 
cracker in Antwerp, on Independence 
day, 
and shortly thereafter found him- 


self in the lock-up. On every hand 
were the evidences of national sym- 
pathy. The too exuberant American— 
who has not, met him when abroa,d?— 
found encouragement and' not reproof 
in his efforts to make an American 
Fourth of July in Geneva, 
i 


In the evening, they toM me, there 


would be the annual moonlight excur- 
sion down the lake in honor of Inde- 
pendence day. Think of it! A Fourth, 
of July excursion 4,000 miles 
from 


home! I went—of course. The steam- 
er, too, was beautifully hung with 
Swiss and American flags and with 
bunting of red, white and blue; and 
lanterns displaying onr national colors 
were swung from the awning. 


There were fireworks along the shore 


—another unexpected reminder of dear 
old America.

ing; Christ's Sl»lnK». 


One of the largest and most impor-. 


tant £nds of papyri in Egypt has been 
made Staring the last winter by Bernard 
P. Grenfell and A. S. Hunt, of Queen'fc 
college, Oxford, \\orking on behalf of 
the Egyptian exploiation fond, at 
Beknesa, the ancient Oxyrrbyncus. 
The site of the old town, which is one 
and one-fourth miles long by half a 
mile broad, and is situated on the little 
explored edge of the western dtesert, 
between 
Fayun 
and 
Minya, 
had 


remained almost untouched by deal- 
ers and antiquity seekers, and of- 
fered to the excavators what is in 
upper Egypt now almost a thing of 
the past—a practically 
virgin field. 


Very few remains of buildings were dis- 
covertjd, the place having been long 
used as a quarry, both for stone and 
bricks, but many of the ancient rub- 
bish mounds yielded a rich store of 
papyri, while in three mounds the 
quantity of rolls found together was 
larg-e enough to warrant the assump- 
tion that part of the archives had been 
thrown there at different periods. 


The papyri range from the Roman 


conquest to early Arab times, each cen- 
tury being largely represented, and are 
for the most part written In Greek, 
with a sprinkling of Latin, Coptic and 
Arabic. As the excavators hrid not time 
for deciphering, very little is yet known 
of their contents, but Mr. Grenfell's 
chief hope in 
digging the site of 


Oxyrrhyneus—the prospect of finding 
early Christian documents — would 
seem to have been to some extent real- 
ized. Among the papyri -discovered at 
the very beginning1 of the excavations 
was a leaf from & third1 century papyrus 
book apparently containing a" collec- 
tion of Logia, or sayings of Christ. 
Some of those found in the fragment 
are not in the gospels, while others ex- 
hibit several divergencies from the text 
of the parallel passages in the gospels. 
The age, character and value of these 
Logia are likely to be the subject of 
considerable speculation, but there is 
no foundation for the entirely unau- 
thorized 'and Inaccurate reports con- 
necting this discovery with the Logia 
which Papias states were collected by 
St. Matthew. It is hoped that when the 
papyri come to be examined ID detail, 
furtlher discoveries of early Christian 
records will be made, as well as of frag- 
ments of lost classical literature, since 
in some of the mounds, notably the ear- 
lier ones, an unusually large proportion 
of th'e papyri found were written in 
uncials. 


The cream of the collection, in point 


of size ond condition, consisting of 150 
large and' complete rolls in many cases 
several feet long, has been retained by 
the Oizeh museum; the rest of the col- 
lection, of which the Bulk is, of course, 
in a very fragmentary condition, is on 
its way to England, where the sys- 
tematic examination and publication of 
it will be undertaken by Messrs. Gren- 
fell and Hunt. 


Besides papyri the excavator found a 


considerable number of coins, about 200 
inscribed ostraca, bronze and ivory or- 
naments, and other Email objects, of the 
llomnn and Byzantine periods.—Lon- 
don Times.

hood tbat they are going to disturb their 
markets in this country oy any retaliatory 
legislation which would injure their sales 
to us iiiora tban they affect ours to them 
The fifteen countries from which bints 
of dissatisfaction with our tariff have 
come imve sold via in tbe past decade $4, 
843,948,f 28 worth of goods and bought 
from us only $3,059,330,782 worth, a bal 
anoe in their favor of {.1,784,738,841. 
It 


is scarcely probable under these circum- 
stances that they are going to take any 
steps which will embarrass or conifcllo 
coimuucial relations so advantageous to 
them. 


PATHETIC CASE IN CHICAGO. 


Washington, July S —This has been a 


week In Washington of whioh the people 
of the United States and especially tbe 
six and a half millions who voted for Wil 
liam MoKinley will feel proud. The Re- 
publican 
administration whioh 
they 


placed in power by tbeir votes of last No- 
vember has with infinite skill and unpreo 
edented promptness aknost completed Its 
tariff bill, not only framing and passing 
it through a Republican house, but sue 
cessfully carrying It through an adverse 
senate, which was controlled by a major- 
ity adverse to tbe Republican party, and 
Will send ^t to conference committee at 
an earlier date in tbe history of the ad- 
ministration tban has ever happened 
since tbe first congress. 


An Unprecedented Record, 


Nobody, taking Into consideration the 


bitterness ot tbe campaign of last fall, 
would bave predicted or thought It possi- 
ble tbat the party succeeding in tbat cam- 
paign, but failing to obtain control of 
both branches of congress, could frame 
and pass a tariff bill so thoroughly proteo 
tive and so thoroughly satisfactory to its 
adherents in so short -ft time. No each 
thing has ever happened in the history of 
the country. Indeed, it has seldom, if 
ever, happened tbat a party having con 
trol of but one branch of congress has 
passed a radical tariff measure even in 
three or four times tbe number of weeks 
which bave been occupied in the passage 
of this bill. 


A'Short Conference Expected. 


There Is good reason to believe, too, 


that tbe oonferenoe between the house anc 
senate will be an unusually brief 6ne. 
Tbe fact tbat tbe senate restored to tbe 
bill most of the house rates on Important 
features warrants the belief tbat the 
length of time occupied IB conference will 
be brief, and tbat the bill may reach tbe 
president by the end of tbe coming week 
and become a law by the middle of July. 


House Rates Generally Restored. 


While there are many minor changes in 


the bill as finally passed by tbe senate, 
tbey are of small consequence as to tbeir 
general bearing. 
Tbejmportant features 


and characteristics of the house bill have 
been restored by the senate, and the bill 
as It goes back id the house finally will 
differ very little in those features in which 
the public have felft a great interest, when 
compared with 
the bill as originally 


passed by the bouse. It is believed tbat 
the rtonference committee will in many 
cases restore abso lutely the house rates. 


The Sugar Schedule. 


Tbo Democratic senators who made 


such a violent effort to oast aspersions on 
the bill and the Republican party with 
reference to the sugar schedule bave met 
with an ignominious failure. 
The bill, 


as It stands, is generally satisfactory, and 
cannot be successfully charged with fa- 
voritism toward the sugar trust, and 
should the oonferenoe restore absolutely 
the bouse rates, as many believe it will 
yet do, tbe bill will be looked upon as tbe 
most thoroughly satisfactory and com- 
plete in this and other features of any tar- 
iff measure which has passed congress In 
many years. 


As to Currency. 


Now tbat tbe tariff bill Is out of tbe 


way the question as to whether congress 
will or will not Immediately take up the 
currency revision Is looked upon with 
much interest. There are two sides to 
this question, and both sides are being 
carefully examined by those who are to 
determine what the course of events are 
to be in this particular. By many it Is 
believed tbat tbe special work of the ape 
olal session in tbe passage of a tariff bill 
having been so promptly completed, tbe 
business element of the country would 
prefer an opportunity to adjust Itself to 
tbe new conditions In, regard to the tariff 
before being brought face to face with tbe 
currency problem. Those who hold to 
this view believe that It would be better 
to defer any action on'tbe currency ques- 
tion until the regular meeting of congress 
In December and "give the country a 
rest" Whether this plan is determined 
upon or whether a currency commission 
shall- be urged upon congress at once is 
not fully determined, but tbe public may 
rest assured that there is no disposition 
on tbe part of the administration to de- 
lay or trifle with the currency question 
any more than it has with tbe tariff. 


Th» Tariff Protests from Abroad. 


Tbe protests against our tariff measure 


which foreign nations are making are 
looked upon by experienced legislators 
and statisticians first as a piece cf imper- 
tinence, since It Is nobody's business but 
our own wbat kind of a tariff we make, 
and, second, sa of no consequence In the 
bearing qn our commercial relations wjth 
those countries.

Tbe Spanish 
guerrilla? rounded up tbe oauip. took out 
the best looking of the women and girls, 
some twenty-nine In number, and then 
coolly tied tbe others to trees and used 
them as targets. One favorite method 
was to see liow many shots a "target" 
would stand without bolog killed, tbo 
guerrilla who succeeded in planting tho 
most bullets in the least vulnerable part 
being greeted as tbe best rrarksnian. Tho 
women were then turned over to the band 
and their fate Is well known. 


Two of them seized tbe guns of their 


assailants at night land killed four before 
they were ebot down. Another young 
girl, not over 16, seized a dagger from an 
officer and plunged It into his heart and 
then into her breat. Two of tbe officers 
of the band fought a duel over a girl 
with maobetes, one being severely wound- 
ed. The girl had professed unconcern, 
but at night she out the throat of her 
companion and in soma way managed to 
escape, despite tbe search that was made 
for her. Many other reports are being 
brought In of raids made upon tbe camps 
of tbe reoonoentados In tbe suburbs of 
the larger cities.
